nificant of the value of the nevr method. 
fThe old political system of municipal gov- 
ernment still has staunch defenders—and 
they may be right—but vrhoever heard of 
the'politicaUy-chosen mayors of 200 cities 
holding a convention for the purpose of 
exchanging ideas and experiences 1 


The manager plan of municipal govern- 


ment has developed a group of experts 
•who know cities as other experts know 
science and business. It is based or. the 
idea that the city government is the larg- 
est business institution in any city, and. 
therefore, deserves expert management by 
poli'tical organizations. 


Politicians have claimed that the city 


manager plan is not democratic in that it 
ccntraliz-es authority in an appointed of- 
iicial. But it is pure democracy compared 
to the autocratic political boss systems 
that it has supplanted in many communi- 
ties. The political boss is the ^invisible 
government responsible to no one : the city 
manager is a boss, too, but a visible boss, 
direct ly responsible TO the Community. 


The city manager plan was born in 


Stannton. Va_. twelve years ago. and it is 
not recorded that any city abandoned the 
plan after once adopting it- 


calls for radical measures. 
Of course the

As a ineaas of instruction in Bible story

000 churches can afford to pay for the 
most skilled scenario writers 
and for 


screen actors of the highest ability. The 
great Bible stories call for and should have 
the best possible handling.

The Return Of Silver. 


.By Frederic J. 


A SUBSTITUTE FOR CHRISTMAS 
For generations Thanksgiving was a. 


?v"ew England rath-er than an American in- 
stitutiou. Only within comparatively mo- 
dern times has the day been universally 
observed in this country, but in New Eng- 
land it i<= almost as old as the landing of 
the Mayflower. It is a curiously interest- 
ing fact that the early New Englanders 
invented Thanksgiving day as a substitute 
for Christmas. The Puritans refused to 
"observe" the birthday of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, because in England it had become 
a day of too much sporting, roystering and 
indulgence m dissipation. Christmas hav- 
ing bepomc too ''merry" to suit thfir 
taste, they turned against Christmas it- 
self, not only refusing to celebrate it but 
punishing those who did. The man who 
recognized the 2 nth of Dec-earnber by stop- 
ping work was ''liable to discipline or a 
penalty.'1 


Through the greatest day of the year 


from the earliest times in Virginia and 
"kindly regarded'' in New York and 
Pennsylvania, Christmas was generally 
ignored in New England. 
Living resi- 


dents of that section have been quoted as 
saying that even as late as the time of their. 
fathers and mothers there was still a large 
population which looked upon Christmas 
as a minor and unimportant holiday while 
preparing for the great day of Thanksgiv- 
ing weeks ahead. All this explains why 
President Jefferson (1801-9) refused to 
issue Thanksgiving proclamations, and 
why this day of turkey-eating and football 
playing has never, in the country^ gener- 
ally, become the serious religious festival 
intended by the early Puritans. 


CABINET-MAKING 


Building; cabinets for presidents-ele<;t 


has been a popular quadrennial pastime, 
ever since George "Washington's adminis- 
tration. The first cabinet, organized in 
1789. consisted of a secretary of state. 
secretary of war. secretary of the treas- 
ury and an attorney general. Next the 
ulaee of postmaster general was created, 
but it was not then regarded of sufficient 
dignity to entitle the postmaster general 
to a seat in the cabinet. I/ater, however, 
the postmaster general was admitted to the. 
official family circle. 


The expansion of the cabinet has gen- 


erally kept pace with America's govern- 
mental needs. «Nine years after the first 
cabinet was created, The navy department 
was organizd and a secretary of the navy 
joined the cabinet. Fifty-one years elapsed 
br-fore the circle around the cabinet table 
opened to let in a new member—the secre- 
tary of the interior. And 40 years later, 
in 1889. it was deemed advisable to give 
the farmers a seat and a place was made 
for the secretary of agriculture. 


The first secretary of commerce and la- 


bor was appointed in 1903. but ten years 
later the work was divided so that now 
the cabinet has ten members. President- 
elect Harding has suggested there ought 
to be a secretary of public welfare. The 
suggestion is a good one. for we assume it 
would include public health, which ought 
to be raised to the dignity of cabinet pro- 
portions and we trust that the sugges- 
tion will be acted upon by congress. 


THE ARREST OF TUBERCULOSIS 


In a contribution on arrcstment of tuberculosis, 


read before the National Tuberculosis Association 
and published in tie Now York Medical Journal, 
Dr F M Pottenger gives this definition of the dis- 
ease- Tuberculosis is a chronic infectious inflamma- 
torv process in which there is a long interval be- 
tween the time of Infection and the clinical mani- 
festation of the disease. While tubercles undergo 
much same type of evolution that It noted in a boil 
on the body surface—implantation (of the germs) 
followed by "induration (hardening around the focus 
of infection), necrosis (death of tho "core'), rup- 
ture and healing—these changes take place ex- 
tremely slowly, taking weeks, months or years for 
the cycle Instead of a few hours or days. Often the 
stage o* necrosis and rupture falls to appear, the 
process remaining as an Induration for a long period 
and then changing into scar 
The Infection 


does not become a clinical disease (that 13. does not 
noticeably impair health) until sufficient toxins (the 
poisons produced by the tuberole bacilli) have passed 
out from rhe focus of infection in the lung into the 
blood- or until it produces some local change which 
makes its presence known, such as pleurisy, sputum 
or spitting of blood. 
There i" room here to quote only a few pearls or 


wisdom from Dr. Pottenger's contribution. Patients 
should read them over now and again. 
"Strength must be conserved to fight the infec- 


tion in every way possible. If the patient exercises 
when the disease is active this principle is disre- 
garded.

One hears much excited con- 
jecture as to the future of the metal 
here in Salt Lake City, which ia the 
greatest smelting center in the world. 
As such, it receives practically all of 
the silver ore produced on this con- 
tinent—ore from Mexico and Canada 
as well as that from Utah, Nevada, 
and Montana mines. The largest sil- 
ver mines are in Mexico; the largest 
silver mine in this country is in Mon- 
tana, and the second largest in Utah. 
Some of this product is shipped by 
way of San Francisco to the Orient, 
but the greater part goes to London. 


The lustory of silver, of its rise and 


fall, is curiously romantic.

The patient may then 
be allowed to interrupt treatment, following a. re- 
stricted regime with only occasional supervision for 
a period of from three to nine months, -when he 
should return for another period of strict guidance." 


The length of time required to bring about ar- 


rest depends on the extent to which tho disease 
has progressed before diagnosis and treatment are 
obtained, and one the patient's mentality and de- 
portment. 
"The length of time required for this 


is far longer than is usually believed. In early 
cases this may take two years or more, and In ad- 
vanced cases the time is proportionately longer."

The greatest demand for silver has 


always been in the Orient. There are 
only two great countries in the world 
which arc not on a gold basis, and 
these are China and Tndia. They are 
the chief so-called silver nations. This' 
is because they arc heavily in debt to 
other nations, and must trade with 
them on whatever terms their credit- 
ors soe fit. If China could succeed in 
.developing its splendid natural re- 
sources so that it could get out of 
debt, it could, demand payment for 
its goods in gold. But until then it will 
have to tako silver. 


Iiidia, the Silver Sink 


In India the coinage is entirely of 


silver, which is minted by the British 
Government. The dcmoJid for1 silver 
for 
personal adornment te also very 


great in that country, owing to the 
preference of the people for carrying 
their wealth about with them. Thiov- 
c-ry fidurishes so successfully in In- 
dia that this is an almost necessary 
prec.aution. At the cry of "Thief!" in 
tho night, the average native family 
merely gets up and runs, carrying its 
riches in the iprm of bracelets, rings 
and chains. 
rihe same custom IB ob- 


served in cpniain parts of our own 
"West, where1 the mon carry their 
wealth not in the form of silver, but 
of diamonds. 
The silver authorities In Salt- Lake 


City speak of India as the silver sink. 
They say they don't know what be- 
comes of nil of it, but that no silver 
which 
ever 
goes into India 
ever 


comes out. While this is n. slight ex- 
aggeration, of course, it is true that 
a great deal of metal Is hoarded from 
Koneration 
to 
generation, through 


which it is paBsed-down much in the 
same form as the families of other 
nations pass down their real estate. 
Widows in India, for instance, have no 
dower right, but they are permitted 
to keep their ornaments, which nat- 
urally causes the native women to de- 
mand as many stiver necklaces as 
possible. 


All of the Indian supply of silver 


coinage is provided by tho British 
Government, which therefore has al- 
ways been interested in keeping tho 
price of silver down. For when the 
price of silver rises above the value 
of 
the Indian roupee, 
which is 94 


cents, everybody immediately melts 


his' supply of roupees and sells them 
for bullion. There is one group of 
four brokers in London which has 
been setting the price of silver for the 
rest of the world tor a long period of 
years. One firm is In its sixteenth 
generation. They meet at 11 o'clock 
every morning, and exchange orders. 
Some have buying orders and some 
selling orders, and on the basis of 
these orders they fix the price ot sil- 
ver for the day. 


War Price* of Silver 


This custom suffered a severe check 


with the war. Then the British Gov- 
ernment and the other allied govern- 
ments were in need of unusually large 
quantities of the metal with which to 
pay China and India for war supplies. 
Most of this silver they had to buy 
from the United States. There was 
not nearly sufficient metal on hand In 
this country to supply the demand, 
and the price started rising. As an 
ally in the war, the United States 
Government was compelled to Inter- 
fere and set an export price on silver 
at fl.01% an ounce, which wag high- 
er than Great Britain had ever per- 
mitted it to go, but not as high as 
American mine-owners liked. 


Then, as the demand for the metal 


became acute, and it was also needed 
to meet our own adverse trade bal- 
ance 
with India, 
Congress passed 


what is known as the Pittman Act, 
authorizing 
the 
Secretary 
of the 


Treasury to melt down 350,000,000 sil- 
ver dollars held in the vaults of the 
Treasury and to sell the bullion. The 
silver certificates outstanding against 
these dollars were to be previously re- 
tired and their *place in the circula- 
tion to be taken by notes issued by 
the Federal reserve banks, secured by 
special 
deposits 
of United 
States 


Treasury of certificates. 


This kept the price of silver steady 


for the period of the war, but upon 
Lhe signing of the armistice the ex- 
port restriction was removed. Imme- 
diately, 
the price of silver started 


soaring until last December it reach- 
ed the unprecedented figtiro of $1.33 
an ounce. Everybody began melting 
down his silver heirlooms for bullion, 
which 
sold at a tremendous 
profit. 


Silver plate and ornaments bought in 
the years 1904 and 1905 when silver 
was selling at from 52 to 60 cents an 
ounce suddenly became worth twice 
as much. It looked as if the whole 
fortunes wore to be made in old ppoons 
and knives and forks.

How laws are Made 


Congress is a great factory for the 


making of laws. While It would not 
be quite true to think of it as a series 
of machines through which raw ma- 
terial is run, yet the- material out of 
which many of our laws are made is 
exceedingly raw and the processes 
through which it is run very mechani- 
cal.Congress meets the first Monday in 
December each year. A new House of 
Representatives is organized 
every 


odd numbered year. The clerk of tho 
preceding House calls the roll of the 
members 
properly 
chosen.

quorum is present, 
they proceed to 


elect a speaker. After his • election, 
he takes the oath of office, and then 
administers it to the other members. 
Then follows the election of a chief 
clerk who is responsible for keeping 
ttie minutes of the House, a sergeant- 
at-arms, who keeps order, a chaplain 
who offers prayer at the sessions, a 
doorkeeper and a postmaster. About 
sixty committees are next elected to 
consider hills when referred to them 
by the speaker. The committees aro 
composed of from 5 to 18 members 
the majority comprising each commit- 
tee are of the dominant party. Hav- 
ing completed the election of officers 
and committees the House is ready 
for business. 
When Congress was first organized, 


in 1789, the senators were divided into 
three groups.
